Facts of Appropriations 
Are Cited in Formal 
Statement From Demo- 
cratic Offices.

Washington, July 23.—The demo- 
cratic national committee is making 
the increased appropriations of the 
Jast session of congress the vehicle of 
an attack on Coolidge economy. 

The issuance of a formal statement 
on this subject from national com- 
mittee headquarters here today indi- 
cates that the figures are to be used 
generally by democrats in the con- 
gressional campaigns throughout the 
country this summer. 

The statement is based on a sum- 
mary of appropriations prepared by 
the republican chairmen of the senate 
and house appropriations committees. 

“Paeans to Coolidge economy by po- 
litical promoters to the contrary not- 
withstanding, the stubborn, discordant 
fact is that appropriations for 1927 
are $470,886,681 greater than they 
were for 1926; or if certain deduc- 
tions be made because of postal serv- 
ice revenues, the increase is $273,603,- 
305,” the democratic statement said. 

President Explains. 

President Coolidge recently explain- 
ed that these increases are due to the 
normal expansion of the governnent,, “ne 
and in- part to the expenses of the #s 
soldier bonus uct which congress pass- 
ed over the presidential veto. 

“Had the congress appropriated all 
the president’s budget bureau estimat- 
ed, the ascent would have been still 
higher by $6,802,000,” the democratic 
committee said. 

“The inerease for 1927 over 1926 
is greater than the tetal appropriations 
_ bythe @ongress for all purposes 30 
years ago. Nobody expects appropria- 
tions now to be what they were then, 
but it is startling that the entire cost 
of the federal government then was 
less than the mere increase of appro- 
priations for 1927 over 1926.

Daughter of Constitution 
Cashier Is Saved After

St. Simons Island, Ga., July 23.— 
(Special.)—H. E. Wright, 48, of 
Covington, Ga., was drowned in the 
surf here this afternoon about 4 
o’clock as he sought to rescue Mary 
Louise Trotti, of Decatur, who was 
in danger of drowning. 

It fs thought that-he was stricken 
with heart. tronble. 

When the alarm was given. that 
Miss Trotti was being carried out 
to sea by the undertow, Mr. Wright, 
who was in swimming, started to the 
young gi.! when he was seen suddenly 
to sink from the view of nearby 
swimmers. As his body came to the 
surface it was rescued and hastily re- 
turned to the shore where several 
physicians worked heroically to re- 
susifate him but without success, It 
was their opinion that he died of a 
heart attack. 

Miss Trotti, who is the daughter of 
Hugh Trotti, cashier of The Atlanta 
Constitution, had drifted about 200 
yards from the shore after the dis- 
tress signal was given, but managed to 
float back some distance toward land 
and was rescued by Leo Arnold, of 
St. Simons, and George Glover, an 
employee of the Atlanta and West 
Point railroad in Atlanta. 

Miss Trotti suffered no ill effects 
from her narrow escape. 

The near-drowning of Miss Trotti 
and. the death of Mr. Wright broke up 
a happy summer outing here of the 
Wrights, Trottis and R, C, Henderson 
and family, also of Decatur, this be- 
rine *the-third year these families had 
Visited St. Simons together, Mr. Hen- 
derson is the twin brother of Mrs. 
Wright. 

Mr. Wright, with his wife and 7- 
year-old son, was spending the sum- 
near here. 

The body of Mr. Wright was sent 
late today to Covington for interment, 
and the Trotti and Henderson families 
also left for their homes in Decatur.

Mr. Budlong then filed the present 
petition in Newport and after the 
trial had progressed several days Mrs. 
Budlong surprised everyone by sum- 
marily dismissing her attorney, Cor- 
nelius Moore, of Newport; and an- 
nouncing to the court that she would 
conduct her own trial, 

An incident at the Plaza hotel in 
New York in the summer of 1923, 
was cited by Budlong as an act of 
eruelty, where, he charged his wife 
made a demand upon him. for $100,000 
and upon his refusal to purchase her 
affection, she knelt down and prayed 
God to curse him. 

In its rescript, the court says: “The 
testimony shows that the conduct of 
Mrs. Budlong has caused so much no-

With the 
low fare charged by the municipal- 
ity, and the graduated scale af wage 
increases long established, and un- 
der which employees received on 
the whole wages in keeping with 
privately-owned utilities of a simi- 
lar nature, the public did not rally 
behind the strikers, nor did Mayor 
Walker interfere, or ‘‘intervene,’’ 
as- the strike leaders had claimed 
that he would. 

In this as in all controversies be- 
tween the employing and employed 
elements in industry, the frank, co- 
operative counsel of the interested 
parties on a basis of reason and jus- 
tice to all concerned can always be 
relied upon to bring satisfactory ad- 
Justments. When such a. coopera- 
tive spirit fails it is usually because 
of some unreasonable demand on 
one side or the other. 

The interests are so closely in- | 
terlocked that no question should 
get beyond the sensible control of 
conservative men who undertake to 
harmonize differences, with fairness 
the ruling factor. 

In the strike process the striker 
is the man who suffers most, and 
invariably he is led, frequently 
against his own judgment, by strike 
agitators who make their living by 
Stirring up strife and creating in- 
dustrial unrest. 

The strike road is full of rocks 
and obstructions for those who can 
least afford the embarrasmment. It 
is the wrong road—and leads to 
distress rather than to happiness.

It will be recalled that a number 
of leading members of the Ameri- 
can Bar association, educators, pub- 
licists, and leaders in public issues, 
met recently in New York and took | 
the initial steps toward such a com- 
mission. That any movement of the 
kind must have the cooperation of 
the police departments of the coun- 
try is obvious. The present crime. 
wave, which is admittedly heavy but 
no heavier than usual under the 
flagrant prohibition vilations that 
shame América, must be met by 
some program of concerted action 
is the opinion Of leaders of thought, 
and of those practical criminologists 
who are not warped with fanati- 
cisms. Law enforeement will auto- 
matically help solve the problem, 
but it is on the whole an issue of 
such tremendous importance that

Here’s a bit of sound wisdom writ- 
ten by a doctor who wrote about 1,- 
400 years before Harvey discovered 
the circulation of the blood: 


“If anyone immediately after un- 
dressing proceed to the more violent 
movements before he has softened the 
whole body and thinned the excre- 
tions and opened the pores, he incurs 
the danger of breaking or spraining 
some of the solid parts, but if before- 
hand he gradually warm and soften 
the solids and thin the fluids and ex- 
pand the pores, the person exercising 
will run no danger of breaking any 
part.” 

Galen refers to “opening the pores,” 
but remember that it was fourteen 
centuries. before the discovery. of the 
circulation. People nowadays who 
speak of the opening or closing of 
the pores have no excuse for their er- 
ror except ignorance. 

The rupture or tear of muscle fi- 
bers or even the tearing of a muscle 
from its attachment to bone or tendon, 
in some violent movement, is called 
charleyhorse. Often it is possible to 
feel a lump at the site of the tear 
or rupture; or sometimes the lump 
may be seen under the skin, and 
such a lump takes several wecks to 
disappear. scar remains at the 
point of injury, and this scar may 
permanently impair the full elasticity 
of the muscle.

The process of “warming up” for 
an athletic contest or race is akin to 
getting second wind. It is correctly 
so-called, for it actually brings about 
an inerease of the temperatiure of 
the museles involved.

Washington, July 23.—The resig- 
nation of Governor General Leonard 
Wood, which Manilla dispatches say 
has been forwarded to President Cool- 
idge, has been expected here singe the 
white house announced that “Carmi 
Thomps of Cleveland, would head 
a missi to investigate conditions 
there.

It was felt here that Wooa would 
regard the Thompson mission as a 
reflection of his administration al- 
though the white house denied there 
was any such intent. 

General Wood, after an unsuccess- 
ful attempt to obtain the republican 
presidential nomination in 1920, was 
about to become head of the Univer- 
sity of. Pennsylvania when President 
Harding asked him to make an invyes- 
tigation of the Philippines. This re- 
sulted in Wood being appointed gov- 
ernor general a few months later. 

Wood has been in almost constant 
controversy with the Philippine legis- 
lature and with native politicians who 
regarded him as too severe, but it is 
understood that many of the native 
leaders would prefer him to continue, 
fearing that the real purpose Thomp- 
son has in mind is development of the 
rubber industry on a wholesale scale 
with heavy American capital to break 
the British monopoly. Such a develop- 
ment, the Filipinos fear, would re- 
move the last glimmer of hope for 
independence because it would in- 
crease the stake of the United States 
in the islands.

ONG INVESTIGATION 
OF BANKS FORECAST 


Indications that the investigation 
launched Tuesday by the Fulton coun- 
ty grand jury into affairs of the 
Bankers’ Trust company, fiscal agent 
for approximately 120 banks in Geor- 
gia and Florida, would be so exten- 
sive and involved that the probe 
would probably continue for several 
months—perhaps into November—was 
given Friday by Solicitor General 
John A. Boykin.

The next regular session, scheduled 
for Tuesday. was postponed until 
Wednesday at request of Solicitor 
Boykin, who pointed out that he 
would be unable to conduct the ses- 
sion Tuesday. due to an important 
case in Fulton superior court in which 
he will assist.

Investigation into the shooting at a 
local hotel last Sunday night which 
resulted in the death of Roy E. 
Mooney, of Newnan, and the injurv of 
two other persons, was postponed 
ag by the Fulton county grand 
jury. several eyewitnesses to the af- 
fair appeared in the witness room 
but due to the Bankers’ Trust com- 
pany probe the grand jury ‘was’unable 
to examine them. 

The investigation was launched tate 
Thursday afternoon by Solicitor Gen- 
eral John A. Boykin following a con- 
, ference with M. B. Mooney, father of 
‘the dead man. Mr. Mooney pointed 
out that his son, Bennie Mooney, had 
been conducting an independent inves- 
tigation and had obtained several affi- 
davits tending to show that his broth- 
er, Roy, could not have fired the fatal 
shot which ended his life. 

Special Investigator Fred Stephens, 
whom Solicitor Boykin assigned to the 
case, Thursday visited the local hotel 
and obtained statements from witness- 
es to the shooting. 

- According to Bennie Mooney, broth- 


er of the dead man, there were no. 


powder burns on Roy’s body and the 
dead man could not have fired the bul- 
let which entered the top of his head 
because his arms were not long enough. 
The bullet, it was shown at the in- 
quest, entered the top of Roy Mooney’s 
head and came out at the base of the 
brain. 5 

Acting Police Chief A. J. Holcombe 
stated Thursday that he saw no neces- 
sity for additional. investigation by 
the Atlanta police and detectives, 
“mg, his conclusion that the coroner’s 
jury had rendered a verdict of suicide 
in the case after hearing evidence to 
that effect by eyewitnesses. 

Chief Holcombe’s’ statement. in 
which he expresses his reasons for 
not conducting a further investiga- 
tion, follows: - 

“The police department haa ail- 
ready conducted a searching investi- 
gation into the circumstances of the 
suicide of Roy Mooney last Sunday 
night. Special investigators from 
our detective bureau made a_ tnhor- 
ough examination of the evidence al- 
most immediately after the fatal 
shooting. An official inquest § has 
been held before the coroner, at which 
time I understand a number of eye- 
witnesses testified under oath that 
they saw Mooney shoot himselfe 

“The verdict of the eoroner indi- 
cated suicide. All the evidence we 
have been able to locate after a mi- 
nute investigation also indicates that 
the boy shot himself. 

“In view of the fact that we have 
already made a thorough investiga- 
tion, there seems to be no reason for 
us to go into, the case further. Flow- 
ever, the police department has given 
Mooney’s family every possible con- 
sideration in this case. 

“Last Wednesday night I went 
into a lengthy discussion of the 
shooting with Mr. Bennie Mooaey, a 
brother of the deceased man, and his 
private secretary. At that time we 
considered the report of the nolice 
investigation, and also called in Pa- 
trolman W. Baldwin, who Las 
testified that he saw Mooney fire 
the fatal shot into his brain. Mr. 
Baldwin made the same statement 
then as he did before the corwuter’s 
jury. The-police department is anx- 
ious to see the case properly handled. 
but* there seems to be no ‘reason for 
a further investigation by our men 
at this time.”

Chicago, July ‘aly 23.—(2)—Tex Rick- 
erd’s plans for holding a werld’s 
championship fight between Jack 
Dempsey and Gene Tunney in Chicago 
next September came to a sudden and 
abrupt halt ténight..when his attor- 
neys, after examining the contracts 
held by B. KE, Clements, of the Chi- 
cago Coliseum club, advised Rickard 
that Clements had “a fairly gpod 
claim” on the champion’s services for 
a match with Harry Wills, the negro 
challenger. 

Rickard, still professing every hope 
that he would be able to stage the 
Dempsey-Tunney contest as planned 
September 11, immediately plunged 
into the task of untangling the legal 
entanglements involving the cham- 
pion’s signature. He declined to re- 
veal, however, just what steps would 
be taken to clear away the obstac'es 
confronting bim. He had a long ses- 
sion tonight with the group of Chi- 


cagoans who are associated with him 
in the venture. 


While Rickard was 
with his attorneys, Clements an- 
nounced that the Dempsey-Wills 
fight would be held in Chicago be- 
tween the dates of September 16 and 
20 and that the proceeds would go to 
a Christmas eharity fund raised an- 
nually by Datrick J. Carr, county 

treasurer. 

Clements Has Claim. 

Clements, however, failed to re- 
veal where he would raise the $300,-

From 
trustworthy sources it appears that 
the recent leaders of the stock market 
have been taking profits all week on 
Steel common and General Motors. 

Well informed Wall street expects 
irregularity with a downward price 
trend to continue until after next 
Tuesday’s meeting of the Steel oree: 
ration directors. Only the regular 
quarterly $1.75 is expected on Steel 
common, The feeling is growing, too, 
that directors of General Motors will 
wait until October to declare an extra 
dividend from their large earnings. 

George E. Roberts, economist and 
vice president of the National] City 
bank, just returned from a_ trip 
abroad, thinks internal and not exter- 
nal influences are responsible for the 
decline of the French franc. . The 
French people have been unwilking to 
pay taxes, he says, to meet govern- 
ment expenditures and the French pol- 
iticians, realizing this, have acted ac- 
cordingly.

Russian Rests Near Lenin

Nowcow, July 23.—(4)—With hon- 
ors paralleled only by those accorded 
Nicoli Lenine, the body of Felix E. 
Dzerzhinsky, chairman of the su- 
preme council of national economy 
and once head of Russia’s much fear- 
ed secret police, was buried last night 
in the revolutionary martyrs cemetery, 
just behind ‘Lenine’s wooden mausol- 
eum in red square. d 

While bands played the revolution- 
ary “dead march” the coffin, with 
the lid removed, was placed on a cata- 
falque draped with-red and black in 
front of Lenine’s tomb. The bier was 
low enough to enable the crowds to 
get a glimpse of the face. 


All approaches to the red square 


for a distance of five blocks were 
barred by troops, but this measure 
was scarcely necessary, as the crowd 


was only one-tenth the size of that 
at Lenine’s funeral. 

The coffin rested on the catafalque 
for half an hour while several soviet 
officials, speaking from the top of 
Lenine’s tomb, extolled the militant 
qualities of the read commisar. The 
voices of the orators were carried 
throughout the country gby radio. 

At the conclusion of the speeches 
the coffin was removed from the cata- 
falque. At this moment Mme. Dzer- 
zhinsky, widow of the commisar, 
swooned, but she soon recovered. 


REPORT DELAYED 
N RITCHIE PROBE 


Recommendations of Willis A. Sut- 
ton, superintendent of schools, con- 
cerning the disposition of the case of 
R. R. Ritchie, assistant superintend- 
ent of schools in charge of business 
affairs, probably will not be given 
to the board of education until the 
regular August meeting of that body, 
Mr. Sutton announced Friday after- 
noon. 

Investigation and report of the 
charges of “inefficiency and czaristic 
and arbitrary methods,” in conducting 
the administration affairs of the 
school systém was turned over to Mr. 
Sutton on May 20, when the board 
of education voted, 9 to 3, to give 
the case to Mr. Sutton. The move 
to have Mr. Sutton investigate the 
charges and make the report was in- 
stituted by Dr. R. M. Euganks, presi- 
dent of the board. 

The resolution introduced by Dr. 
Eubanks and adopted by the board 
gave Mr. Sutton 60 days in which to 
complete his investigation and it was 
left with council if the report would 
be accepted. 

The measures adopted by the. board 
at that meeting came after a stormy 
session when opponents to the move 
charged that it was a move to cloak 
any damaging evidence against Mr. 
Ritchie. Formal charges against Mr. 
Ritchie were made March 26 when 
Commissioner W. C: Slate, read a 
list of 20 allegations of malfeasance 
by the defendant. One of the alleza- 
tions was stricken and Mr. Ritchie 
was placed on trial after one of the 
bitterest fights ever held in the city 
board of education. 

No anouncement of the recommen- 
dations to the board will be made 
public before Mr. Sutton’s report is 
read in open meeting of the board, 
- he stated Friday afternoon. Although 
resolutions presented by Dr. Eubanks 
left the acceptance of the report at 
the option of the board, it was indi- 
cated that it would be accepted with- 
out question.
